{TRAGIC END OF A 
GERMAN CAPTAIN 


On Eve of Wedding He Takes His 
Own Life Through Remorse for Hav- 
ing Killed a Brother Officer in a 
Duel on the Eve of the Latter’s Wed- 
ding. 


Berlin, Oct, 13.—The suicide of Capt. 
Hildebrandt at Hanover on the eve of 
his wedding, reveals a case in which 
truth is stranger than fiction. Hilde- 
brandt was engaged to the daughter 
of a high officer at Hanover, and the 
wedding was to have taken place 
Monday. tn accordance with German 
ecustom.g@ preiiminary wedding party 
wes given ut the residence of the 
bride's parents Sunday night, at which 
Hildebrandt was present and in the 
best Df spirits. It was after midnight 


whén he affectionately took leave of 
his bride-elect, and returned to his 
hotel, where his dead body was found 


in bed with his brains blown out. 


It transpired that Hildebrandt was 
the central figure in a duel eight years 


ago ut Insterbarg Lieut. Bluesko- 
with, of the 147th infantry, gave a 
bachelor dinner toward the end of 
October, 1991, to the unmarried of- 
ficers of his corps at Insterburg. 
Hidebrandt and Blueskowith met 
Jate at night. The latter was drunk 
and a quarrel ensued, Blueskowith, 


not remembering what had occurred, 
took a train jor Kulau, where he was 
fo be married. The evening before 
his marriage he was summoned to 
Insterburg ‘by the colonel of his regi- 
ment, where he found that Hilde- 
brandt had challenged him to a duel 
for the drunken quarrel, A court mar- 
tial decided that he was obliged to ac- 
cept and the wedding was postponed. 
Blueskowith and Hildebrandt fought 
immediately. Both Aired simultan- 
eously, Hildebrandt was unwounded, 
but Blueskowith was shot through the 
body and died in a few hours. Hilde- 
brandt was sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment, but was released after 
serving nine months. When he was 
released, his comrades gave him a 
great demonstration, 

Eight years after on the eve of his 
wedding Hidebrandt ended his life. 
He left no letters or clews, but his 
friends believe it was remorse over 
killing Blueskowith that induced him 
to take his own life.

open water. They did not enter this 
rough ‘ce nor cross the lead, but 
turned westward or southwestward a 
short distance and returned to Hei- 
burg Land at a point west of where 
they had left ¢%>o eoebe and wt the 
four men had turned back.

The high-level bridge question will 
be at a standstill for the remainder 
of this week. Mayor Lee and Alder- 
man Gariepy, two of the commitiee 
who have been endeavoring to bring 
the question to a head, have gone to 
the municipal convention at Leth 
bridge and will not be back till Sat- 
urday. The Strathcona Council have 
left the question in abeyance until 
the end of the week, owing to the fact 
that the Edmonton council are not in 
a rush for a statement as to what 
they will contribute. The CPR. 
will not take any further action until 
the arrival of F. W. Peters from Win- 
nipeg on Monday. Upon his reaching 
Edmonton a council meeting will like 
ly be held in the afternoon and the 
details with reference’ to the plans 
for the crossing of Victoria and Me- 
Kay avenues, as well as for the Jas 
per avenue subway, which form part 
of the agreement, will be arranged 
There are also a number of blanks to 
be filled in in the tentative agreement 
passed upon by the council some time 
ago and several clauses have to be 
added. 

Local Government's Position. 

Premier Rutherford was asked this 
morning as to the maximum assist 
ance which could be expected from 
the provincial government towards 
the traffic feature of the bridge. 

“No definite sum can be named,” 
said the Premier,-“‘unti] the session 
of the legislature next January.  Be- 
sides, the first matter to be known 
what the Dominion government 
will give towards the proposition 
The House of Commons meets in 
November and it will likely be de- 
finitely stated early in the session 
what the maximum contribution will 
be.’

INVOLVED IN MOROCCO ? 


French Press Making Concerted Effort 
to Rouse French People into 
Forcing Government to Occupy 
Taza, to Secure Opening of Trade 
Route From Algeria to Atlantic. 


October 13.—If France is not 
in the thick of the Moroccan 
convulsion it will not be the fault of 
what was recently dubbed the 
“Stormy petrels of the French press.” 
They are making a concerted effort to 
lash into activity the warlike spirit 
of the people and thus force the 
French government to order the mili 
tary occupation of Taza, a Moorish 
town, about midway between  Al- 
geria’s western frontier and Fez, on 
the great trade route from Algeria to 
the Atlantic coast, which the French

Blas” both call on France to seize 
Taza before Spain seizes it, The 
“Eeho De VParis’’ heads its article 
“France ought to go to Taza” and 
says: “The existing situation is in- 
tolerable. Almost every day Mulai 


Hafid provides us with a causus belli, 
What better opportunity coulc we 
wish.” 

The “Gil Blas” article, headed “On 
to Taza,”’ says; “Spain, notwithstand- 
ing the firmest resolutions, may be 
forced by circumstances into the 
French zone of influence around Taza, 
That would undo all France's past 
efforts to open a trade route from Al- 
geria to Fez. It to our interest 
to take time by the forelock and fol- 
low a policy, not hostile to the one 
followed by Spain, but parallel with 
it. Taza is only two days’ march 
from Oudja. Do not let us wait un- 
til too late.”’

MILITARY SCANDAL 
EXPOSEDjIN RUSSIA 


Commanding Officer of Turkestan G. 
rison Successfully Draws Pay . f 
Corps Which Existed Only on Paper.

London, Oct, 12—Despite the seerecy 


of the Russian war office over the almost 


daily displosures of official corruption, 
the most amazing military 
years has been exposed. 

Senator Pahlem, who is making a tewr 
of investigation in Turkestan, has dis- 
covered that a general, commanding one! 
of the districts of the province has for 
years been drawing pay for officers and 
men and all the expenses of a six gun 
field battery, which existed only on 
paper. 

It seems hardly impossible 
fraud should not have been discovered 
by the occasional inspecting officers sent 
around from headquarters, but the in- 
genius general overcame this danger by 
allowing the officers to inspect the same 
battery at two different garrisons. The 
inspector was shown a battery at ene 
depot and while he was visiting the 
next post, guns and men were hurriedly 
transported to another garrison, came 
distance away where the inspector found 
them awaiting his arrival. The name 
of the general has not been divulged, 


but the press and public are greatly 
incensed, and the minister of war pro- 
bably will be compelled to order an 


open trial. 

Another hushed up scandal in conpec- 
tion with the Czar’s recent visit to Pol- 
tava, has aroused intense indignation 
and the Douma has insisted on a publio 
investigation, 

Four army corps were mobilized to 
guard the Czar in his long journey from 
St. Petersburg to Poltava, and while 
they were stationed at Kieff, a very large 
number of the troops were seized with 
illness. One regiment alone had 5,000 
men in the hospital and fresh troops 
had to be mobilized hastily to take their 
places. It was officially pretended that 
the sickness was perfectly natural but 
it has since been discovered to be due 
to the meat supplied by the Kieff com- 
missary department. Most of this meat 
was tinned and « large part of it had 
been condemned as bad. The war minis- 
ter is trying to stamp out such practices 
but corruption is so much a part of 
Russian officialdom and reaches such 
high quarters, that for the credit of the 
army he assists the culprits to hush 
up their misdeeds, 

‘To his credit it can be said that he 
always insists on severe punishment be- 
ing meted out to the offenders.

OPENING OF GILMROE COTTAGE. 


On Friday afternoon last a meeting 
was held in Gilmore Cottage, the re- 
sidence of Deaconess Marshall and 
her assistant Miss Robertson, for the 
formal opening of the cottage as a 
cherch heme where beth rich and 
poor will find rest and ‘weleome when- 
ever required, 

The meeting opened at 3 o'clock 
with Arehdeacon Gray in the chair. 
The hymn “O Happy Band of Pil- 
rims” was sung, sollowed by suit- 
able prayers for the opening of a 
echuurch home and prayers used at 
the Deaconesses training home :t 
Clapham, London, Eneland. The 
Archdeacon then addressed the meet- 
ing. He greatly rewretted. he said, 
the small attendance, as to him, it 
showed a want of sympathy in this 
branch of the church's work. Dea- 
coness Meeshall had worked for over 
a year afer own expense and felt 
that this shouwld go on no longer, that 
a deaconess fund ought to be start- 
ed for her support and the many nec- 
essary expenses incurred by the work. 
He said he had never realized the 
work that women could do until 
the coming of the Deaconess which 
has taught, had taught everyone 
meny lessons. Moreover all the Dea- 
eon work is that of a trained 
woman. Gilmore Cottage is named 
after the late Head Deaconess Gil- 
more of the Rochester and Southwark 
order of Deaconesses. “I wish you” 
said Archdeacon Grey, to look upon 
Gilmore Cottage as the centre .‘ 
woman's work for ‘Christ's sake and I 
charge you all that you help to inter- 
est others by self-sacrifice of your 
time, your comfort and your means.” 
In closing he said “I wish the Dea- 
coness every happiness in her going 
out and her coming in and I now de- 
clare Gilmore Cottage formerly open- 
ed.’ As the Archdeacon said this the 
picture of Head Deaconess Gilmore 
was unveiled. 

Deaconess Marshall's Address 

Deacon Marshall when cailed upon 
to speak said: “Tam so happy today 
to feel that this first step towards the 
advancement of the Deacoesses 
work in Edmonton has been made. [ 
thank you most heartily for so kiad- 
ly supporting me by your presgice 
I feel that the work has been much 
crippled in the past for the want of 
such a home as this.
